form of religious duty would do well to reflect on 
the speeches delivered, and the sentiments expressed, 
at the Mayo banquet,on Wednesday. Jolt of Tuam 
and the Abbé Lavelle are outspoken persons. They 
honestly express what is uppermost in their thoughts. 
John of Tuam is not the man to convert, by a few 
sly words, a shout of disloyalty into an expression of 
fidelity to the Crown. John of Tuam will not court 
the Irish Executive for a nomination to the commis- 
sion of the peace, and compel an unwilling gentleman 
to acceptit. If John of Tuam will suffer no Papal 
Delegate to raise his crozier in Tuam, he keeps his 
own erect, and manfully declares the object for 
which he raised it. There is mach to be learned 
from John of Tuam, in his moments of excitement. 

There had been a gathering to express sympathy 
with the Pope by day; at night the festival was 
crowned by a banquet. At this banquet the health 
of his troubled Holiness was propesed first ; and, as 
an extraordinary proof of Irish loyalty, that of our 
Gracious Queen was givén second. That there should 
be no mistake in the matter, the Titular Bishop re- 
marked upon the very strange oath administered to 
“members of Parliament, and taken or swallewed by 
“ them—namely, that the Pope has not any temporal 
„power in Ireland. It appeared to him that the Pope 
“ possessed much.” Every Protestant admits the 
fact, but we believe this is the first time a Romish 
Prelate has had the boldness to assert it. 

As usual, the assembly ostensibly held to ex- 
press sympathy with the Pope became an aggregate 
meeting for political agitation. Tenant-right 
was prominently brought forward, and elicited the 
cheers of tenants who desired to become landlords 
without the inconvenience of purchase. But hostility 
was chiefly expressed against the Established Church. 
The Bishop “hopes that a vigorous agitation would 
“now commence for the upsetting of the Established 
“Church.” He was well followed up by the Rev. 
Mr. Hardiman, who declared “ that as long as the 
“Church Establishment existed, there would be no 
“peace in the country.” One of the toasts given by 
the chairman was, “The unqualified legislative sub- 
“version of the Established Church.” And this 
„Assault upon the Church” is said to be “ but giving 
“expression to that true sympathy which would bea 
“consolation te the Pontiff" A Protestant states 
man might well pause before he interfered to save a 
pontiff who could consider the destruction of the 
Establishment the only genuine sympathy. 

Let no one consider that the destruction of the 
Church, the establishment of Tenant-right, or even 
the grant of £200,000 a year for separate education, 
would suffer this country to be at peace. Still John 
of Tuam has a stone in his sling. With great narete 
he sums up his demands thus 
“the Established Church, pure and free educa-

The 
Times estimates the los to the country at some 
thousands an hour. No one can blame a merchant 
wise in his generation, if he take advantage of the 
lapses of a Minister. The error lies with those who 
suffered a portion of this famous treaty with France 
by which our English taxation is to be regulated 
to ooze out through irregular channels before its 
time. 

The Yes semi-officially declares that, to-night 
Mr. Gladstone will re-impose the income-tax, which 
he solemnly engaged to abolish this year. From the 
connection of one of its proprietors with the Govern- 
ment, the Times has special sources of information. 
It is hardly possible that the leading journal of Eng- 
land would publish, on the eve of the Budget, such a 
statement, unless there existed very strong grounds 
for the assertion. It argues little cither for the inven- 
tive power or the honesty of Mr. Gladstone, that he 
is compelled to impose a species of tax so universally 
condemned, and so iniquitous in its nature. We 
need not now insist upon the gross unfairness of 
charging the clerk, the trader, or the proſes- 
sional man at the same rate as the landowmer, 
when the income of the one dies with him self. and 
that of the other remains intact for his children 
Is it fair or reasonable that the professional who can- 
not retrench on £300 a year should be charged at 
the same rate as the man of £44,000, when the latter 
may save his income-tax by giving one or two dinners 
less in the year, or even by the reduction in the price 
of wine ? Every man oflimited income feels the hard- 
ship and severity of this tax, and will feel it now 
more when ue has to pay for the admission of cotton 
goods into France, and the introduction of French 
wines at the tablesofthe rich. Yet such a tax is not 
only to be maintained, but extended. The poor 
mechanic, the struggling weaver, the night printer--- 
every creature who earns enough to keep life and 
soul together—must pay ont of his scanty means in 
order that the rich may drink cheap claret and Lan- 
eashire ell cottons to France. * 

But there is one way in which an income-tax is 
peculiarly oppressive. In all indirect taxation we 
pay by infinitesimals, and without perceiving it. 
Who, in purchasing a pound of sugar or half a pound 
of tea, stops to calculate how much he pays to the 
revenue?’ The indirect taxation of this country 
amounts to £24,155,178. This is collected at an 
average of three and a half per cent. It is a very 
different thing to call upon a trader or professional | 
man for ten, twenty, or twenty-five pounds at a 
single slap, without delay or pity. If the money is 
not forthwith paid. next comes a warrant or a bailiff. 
On the other hand, if you divide the payments, the 
cost of collection will be excessively increased, 
and the boasted advantage of direct over in- 
direct taxation be lost. There is not a man who 
pays his income-tax of seven or ten pounds down on 
the moment whe would not prefer to pay ten or 
fifteen per cent. more in the imperceptible fractions 
of indirect taxation. 

Sevenpence or ninepence in the pound income- 
tax points to seven or nine millions of deficit. How, 
then, is this deficit created? The revenue will be

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The Times on the Church- rate question 


The protected growth of the Chur h-rate feud, and 
the anxicty shown by some of our legisiators that 
it should be permitted to bear its legitimate fruit, are 
no novelty in thisisle. England is regarded by many 
as a vivarium of social evils, in which things con- 
fessediy mischievous are to have fair play, and to 
be let alone to we see what becomes of them. In 
natural history this seal for science is most meri 
torious. Toads and spiders, grubs of all kinds, 
vermin of every description, once placed under a 
Elass case, become interesting oljects of observation 
Nothing is more detightiaf than to see animalculw of 
the most monstrous’ forme and rapacious habits de- 
vouring one another under a microscope. A war rages 
befure you, and strange races run through all the 
shases of life with inconceivable rapidity, but you 
— only just to turn your eyes to the object-glass, and 
vou see it is allinas *k of moisture, the mere fraction 
of a drop of water. The old rule, Fiat experimentum 
in corpore vill, might lead us to be conte nt with phy- 
siological curiosities and animalcular warfare, But, 
unfortunately, the sameardour of science leads us to 
foster, and carefully guard from intrusive legislation, 
social nuisances, already doing every day a day's work 
of evil, and certain to end in disastrous catastrophes 
A clergyman of eccentric tastes and impracticable tem- 
per empties a noble church for 20 years, and stuns the 
metropolis with his squabbles In the int rest ot 
social science he must be let alone till the patience 
of his parishioners is at last exhausted, and there 
ensues a church riot [Immediately alleyes are tixed 
on this rare and curious development ; the glass shade 
is placed carefully over the monsters, and the nation 
waite to see what will come of it. We are pursuing ex- 
actiy the same course with the Church-rate controversy, 
Tue whole country is divided ; some hundred parishes 
are distracted by a bitter warfare ; the Church which 
we are taught to believe the Kingdom of Heaven is 
made to depend on the right of a majority to extract 
shillings from a minority. Where there is no quarrel 
now it is invited by the law itself. and certain to

All agree that weshall be worse before weare 
better.” It the “central authority,” aes Mr. Disraeli 
now calls the Queen, Lords, and Commons, does not 
interfere, the rate will become more and more ¢xcep- 
tional, anomalous, and unjust.

This was particularly 
the case in rural districts, where Mr. K. Beymer says 
that pew-rents are odious. Intruth, like many other 
questions stilted up on the top of some sentiment or 
other, this is really a question of facts, and the more 
the facts are inquired into, the more will it be found 
that the Church of England thrives much better on the 
voluntary than on the compulsory syste m.

and time to communicate with the Government of 
Austria This fourth proposition was, that there 
should be a free and unbiased declaration by the popa- 
lations of Central Italy of their wishes with respect to 
their future government, and that if that declaration 
should be in favour of annexation to Sardinia, the an- 
nexation should be permitted to take place without 
interference from any foreign power. Putting this and 
that together, some people are curious to know whether 
itis in respect to this fourth propositionn that the 
Imperial Government asking time to “ conside 
what conditions it should attach the sanction it 
might give to such an arrangement.”

most respectable names, including that ef one bishop, 
having recommended (such, I think, was the implication) 
such prayer meetings as were then being hold in the 
Athenwum. Upon corresponding, however, with the prelate 
mentioned, his lordship assured methat he had never intended 
to recommend meetings conducted on that: plan, but had 
publiels suggested a very different one. Whether | shoald 
or should not approve of his lordehip’s plan, | do not know, 
for | have never seen it. But I will now tell you my rea- 
sons why | cannot approve of such meetings for Divine 
service as these thit are now going on in the Athenwum. 
1.—Mvy first reason is, because the Church of which Lama

the Church.” 

Now, the reason why in thie and other places churches, 
chapels, and oratories are especially enumerated, was because 
these were the only places in which open and common prayer 
of any kind was lawful. The practice of licensing places of 
worship would otherwise be a plain absurdity. It woul 
plaimly be absurd to suppose that the Church's own prayers 
and form of public worship were the only open pravers and 
the only form of public worship that could not be used in any 
building without a licence authorising their celebration 
that the law intended to permit the minister, by putting off 
the garb of a clergyman, and going into an unlicensed room, 
to perform, for a thousand people, services which it forbade 
him under the severest penalty to perform for twenty in a 
licensed room. To sujpose this would be to stultify the 
Church and Legislature, and to make the whole history of 
the long struggle against the nonconformists for a fixed 
Liturgy utterly unintelligible. 

What misleads some persons is the ambiguity of the 
expression ' Common Prayer.” They tacitly assame that the 
word common here means ordin wy —s0 as to leave room 
for, al least, thefsuperadditim of any other prayers that any 
body may like to have. But this, | apprehend, is a mistake. 
Common Prayer’ means the united prayer of a religious 
aseembily tor that * irjpose—the “ common ue ations — 
beinn vnophonous—of the collect of St. Chrysostom. Any

2.—This leads me, last lx, to observe that, even if there 
were no laws or canons in the way, I should feel it my duty 
to exhort you to adhere to the Common Prayer, and abstain 
from meetings for extemporaneous devotion, such as these 
now being held, 

The case, you will observe, of public sermons and the 
case of public prayers are quite different, though careless 
thinkers are apt to coufound them. ‘The hearers of a sermon 
or lecture do net testify—and art never understood fo testify 
—their assent to everything by merely sitting patiently to 
heir it. By attending on such addresses, they express no- 
thing more than their ee 4 hear and consider, and 
(if possible) profit at is said. 
suppose that a wf as such, was merel 
er mouthpiece of the assembly which he was ed 
to instruct. To recite, in an audible y and plain worde, 
to acongregation merely those matters w are familiarly 
known to them all, and in which they are perfect 
already, and to do this from one year's end to the other, may 
answer somo good purposes—such as thai—to take an ob- 
vious example—of the daily recital of a creed which keeps 

„ at least from forgetting it, but can hardly be called 
tion. The teacher, the iustractor, if he truly 
deserves that name, will often have occasion to in- 
form peeple of those things they were not previously ac 
uainted with—to convince them of truths they previously 
oubted or disbelieved—to deduce consequences previously 
unobserved by them from what they already admit—to ex- 
plain difficulties—to clear up obscurities—to remove erro- 
neous impressions—to guard against mistakes to lead the 
mind on from know to practice by various motives and 
arguments suited to the various tem ts and circum- 
stances of his hearers. His hearers, therefore, will be bound 
to listen te him—not, certainly, as captious and il)-natured 
critics, ready to mispresent or put the worst constraction on 
his words—not te cavil at, or seek mere plausible objections 
— . — he says—but still with duch a candid and 
prudent docility as excludes not, but involves, a calm and 
cautions and judging temper of mind. They will regard his 
discourse as addressed to their reason, and remember that it 
is only through the reason that the feelings can be safely 
wrought upon. They will “consider what is said,” and 
under their teacher's cuidance, hat still net trusting blindly 
to his authority, they will “seafth the Seriptures to see 
whether or not these things are really so. 

Such, I say, is the temper of mind in whieh we may most 
profitably listen te the discourses of a teacher who is careful 
net merely to deliver true doctrine, bat also to ſorm in his 
hearers the habit of receiving it on good and sufficient 
grounds. But this sedate, vigilant, and inquiring and judging 
siatt of mind is hardly consistent with the exercise of prayer 
and praise. We can hardly, at one and the same time, be 
taking in sentence by sentence, the mean) of words quite 
new to us, and uttered perhaps with a rapid fueney by him 
who undertakes to lead our devotions. We can hardly be. 
thus, taking in the meaning of each fresh sentence as it is 
uttered, considering whether it deservés our assent or dissent. 
gathering up its meaning, calmly judging its propriety, anc 
at the same moment making it completely our own praver, 
the medium of sincere communion between the inmost 
thoughts of our own bosoms and our Father who seeth in 
secret, and searches the recesses of the heatt. 

For this reason, what are called extemporaneous prayers 
are—when there is any great variety in them at all—when 
they are not merely repetitions of each ether from day to 
day, only called extemporaneous because not read out of a 
book —for this reason; I say, ex(emporaneows prayers are apt 
to become rhetorical addresses really made to the congre- 
gation, thoagh under cover, as it were, of an address to the

The truth is, that by the common law of the Church, 

before these statutes or canons were ever made, the right 
of appointing the time, place, and form of Common 
(united) Prayer belonged to the bishop of the diocese, 
and (since the restoration of the supremacy) to the Crown, 
How far these canons and statutes have taken away the 
common law rights of the ordinary and of the Sovereiyn in 
the case of special services, ia a question to which I shall not 
now enter. Bat | cannot think that their effect has been to 
confer those rights upon anybody. 
# So far, indeed, is this frem being the case that, in order to 
make the religious services of Dissenters legal, it was neces- 
ur that the Legislature should pass the famous Act of 
loleration, exempting Protestant Liasenters (who, however, 
did not claim to hold their meetings in churches, chapels, or 
oratories licensed by the bishop) from the penalties of the 
Act of Uniformity. 

Uf the liberty thus gustly seeured for our Dissenting breth- 
ren, | should be the last man in Ireland te attempt or wiah 
to deprive them, But | cannot think it fair that a clergyman 
ordained and paid by our Church should demand the enjoy- 
ment at once of the privileges of a Churchman and the 
immunities of a Dissenter.
